Sinkhole and Northbound I-5 Closure, Tracy, San Joaguin County

On 05/31/16, the California State Warning Center (CSWC) was advised of a sinkhole that appeared on Northbound I-5 south of Tracy, San

Joaquin County.

» Caltrans HQ Comm Center advises that the Estimated Time of Reopening (ETR) is 06/03/16.

» Per Caltrans HQ Comm Center and CHP ENTAC: A detour has been established: exit eastbound Hwy 132 to northbound Hwy 33 then
back onto I-5.

» Per Cal OES Inland Duty Officer, the detour adds approximately 10 minutes of travel time.

» There are no requests for State assistance.

Train Derailment: City of Industry, Los Angeles County, Hazardous Materials Spill #16-3258

Two tank cars derailed in the upright position within the City of Industry Rail yard. The incident occurred during movement in the rail yard
while the cause is currently under investigation. A re-railment of the tank cars is pending. Tank car, #GATX51584, was at full capacity and
carrying the flammabile liquid Toluene Xylene. The second tank car, #TILX261733, was empty at the time of the incident. There were no
reports of damage or a substance release as a result of this derailment. No mainline closures have been imposed.
